Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December , I968 

Mr-  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  I96S.  The 
report  includes  the  reports  of  the  senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
Water  engineer. 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population’ was- 
17j550>  a decrease  of  ;630  compared  v.dth  the  estimate  for  1967*  There 
v;as  a natural  decrease  of  5I  when  births  and  deaths  were  compared. 

The  deaths  of  263  residents  were  registered  during  the  j^ear.. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  of  this  total  occurred  in  people  over  55  yea.rs  of 
age.  Pour  deaths  vrere  due  to  accidents,  and  two  were  due  to  suicide  or 
self  inflicted  injuries. 

Mains  water  supply  is  available  to  a.ll  Parishes  in  the-  Rural 
District.  Two  hundred  and  forty-two  nerr  supplies  were  connected  in 
Dersingham  and  Heacham,  and  fifty-two  in  the  District  scheme.  Tito  hundred 
and  t\Tenty-six  new  connections  were  for  domestic  supDplies.  Pxcellent 
-results  were-  obtained  on  bacteriological  tests.  The  North  tJest  Norfolk 
Pater  Board  was  foimied  during  the  year.  It  is  expected  that  the  administra- 
tion of  the  v/ater  undertaking  will  be  completelj^  transferred  to  the  Board  ’ 
by  the  middle  of  1970. 

Progress  continued  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Dersingham, 
Snettisham  and  Ingoldisthorpe . Some  slight  delays  were  caused  by  the  high 
ground  viater  levels.  Sev/erage  schemes  for  the  central  and  North  Eastern  j 
Parishes  'were  in  the  planning  stages  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Improvements 
were  also  under  considereition  for  the'  Heacham  area-. 

The  rural  district  continues  to  gain  in  popularity  as  a holiday  ^ 
area.  The  annual  survey  uhdertaken  in  the  district  during  the  first  •; 

week  in  August  recorded  the  presence  of  2,580  static  holiday  caravans, 

22  touring  caravans,  98  perma,nent  residential  caravans,  and  50  tents. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  and  the  Staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Local  ; 
Health  Office  for  their  continuous  interest,  support  and  help  through-out  "the 
year.  . _ .

Yascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  sjrstera,  with  4S  deaths,  g£',ve  a 
figince  of  lS.2^c  of  deaths,  compared  v/ith  lS.7/o'  in  19^7  and  14.0^^  in  I966. 

If  all  dea.ths  due  to  diseo,ses  of  the  heart  and  circulator;'/ 
system  (v:hich  includes  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are  com- 
bined, a figure  of  152  dea,ths  is  obtained.  This  is  57*3'^  of  all  deaths, 
compared  with  43.7^  in  19o7  and  52.1/;  in  I906. 

Cancer  caused  47  deaths  or  17.89'  of  des-ths,  coffipa,i'‘ed  with  20, 9;^-- 
in  1967  and  21.39’  in  I966.  Dine  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus,  i.e.  I7.8/1;  of  cancer  deaths  v/ere  caiused  by  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus,  compared  with  20,89'  in  19^7  and  20,59:  in  I966.

Immunisation  against  these  three  diseases  is  given  by  the 
County  Council  and  is  usually  comiiienced  in  infancy  vdcen  the  child  is 
about  three  months  old.  It  is  mainly  given  as  ’Triple  Antigen' , thus 
reducing  the  nnmber  of  injections  a child  needs.  The  antigens  given, 
combined  in  a.  single  vaccine,  produce  a greciter  protection  to  ea,ch 
disea.se  than  they  would  if  given  separo.tely.

These  Regulations  impose  upon  occuniers  of  premises  i.-here  food 
is  sold  or  prepared,  obligations  in  respect  of  the  handling  of  food, 
the  cleanliness  of  ec[uipment  and  premises,  personal  cleenliness, 
facilities  for  i/ashing  food  and  equipment,  and  the  proper  maintenance 
of  the  structura,!  condition  of  the  premises  themselves,  and  other 
matters  connected  v.dth  the  prevention  of  contamination  of  food,  etc. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  for  the  enforcement  of 
these  requirements  5 and  S6  visits  were  made  during  the  yeax.  During' 
the  visits  some  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  found,  but 
these  were  not  serious  enough  to  justifj^  formal  action  being  ta,ken, 
and  were  dealt  v/ith  by  letters  being  sent  to  the  persons  concerned, 
v/hich  resulted  in  the  required  action  being  taken.
